ing in His Majeſties abſence,taking into their confideration, that the due obſervance and execution of the {aid Law, may 
(by Gods bleſsing ) be a good means topreventthe farther ſpreading of this preſent infection, and that the negle of the ? 
-ob{ervance of the ſame Law hath been, and may be, in probability , an occaſion of the increaſe thereof, doe therefore: 
hereby in His Majeſties name, by vertueof His Majeſties ſaid Commilsion, ſtraightly Charge and Require, the Vice-' 
chancellor of this:Univerſity, andthe Major, Juſtices of Peace, Bayliffes, and other Officers of this City of Oxford, andthe: 
uſtices of Peace of the County of Oxford, and all others whom it may concerne, that with all poſsible care and diligence, 
they cauſe the ſaid Lawto be duely andeffteftually pur in execution, as well for the help and reliefe, as for the governin # 
and keeping in of Infected perſons; as they will anſwer their negle& and remitfneſle therein at their perills. And they doe 
likewiſe in His Majeſties name, ſtraicly Charge and Command all perſons whatſocver, as well Souldiers as others, upomi 
whom ithath pleaſed, orſhall pleaſe God to lay this his viſitation, that they ſubmit and yecld obedienceto the ſaid Law. 
Letting them know thata ſtrict and ſevere-proceeding ſhall be had, for puniſhing of all ſuch as ſhall wilfully or contemp 
ruouſly offend againſt the ſame to the endangering of others: and that avery ftrift accompt will be required of all who 
are or ſhall be any way concerned in this juſt and neceflary command, tending io much to the health and preſervation
